It occurs to me that BGORllflAW might be able to 
amplify this statement. In fact it seems to

BOOFTteAN himself. According to the Y.P. of 
50.12.44 BOGSTKAN returned to Belgrade in the 
summer of 1943« for o short period to get hia 
W/T speed up. 

There is no reference in any C20 report to a 
journey to. Ttio Hague about this tics. On the 
other hand , 12!01TSfiG3R stated that WOIGVM* flew 
to' Tiie Hague to procure for himself false Butch 
Identity papers to -assist his scheme for settling 
down quiotly and opening a boxing school in 
Salonica. KR0HE3RGER does not give a date 
for this journey. •
